The  lesson  that 
U  frachrs  in  the  conduct  of  the  present  War  is 
the  great  resources  possessed  by  sea  power,  for, 
without  that  power  aind  its  overwhelming  superi- 
ority over  that  of  thr  rnemy.  the  Allied  Armies 
in  Flanders  would  eiUier  have  been  decimated 
or  would  have  had  to  surrender.
